While the baoda played Irish aha the 
throog awellad, nntil the sea of nptvmcd 
faces filled every foot of apace in the lot 
surrounding the platform. Cpon the 
platform were a large number of ladies 
and gentlemen, and when Hon. Matt 
O'Dohcrty, who had been selected to act 
as Chairaaa, stepped to the front he was 
warmly greeted. In a britf bat appro- 
priate speech he intradnced Jamca J. 
Fitzgerald, the brilliant yoang Irish- 
American lawyer and Esteemed Loyal 
Knight of the Louisville LcxlKe, the 
orator of the evening, who was receivt-d 
with tremendous applause. The great 
gathering was>xpecting an able address, 
bdt nothing ao eloquent and patriotic 
hidbaen antkipaisif VklifmiH ■«>- 
tence caught the nahftoda, which gave 
him the closest attention esoept when 
giving vent to their enthusiasill by out- 
bursts of applause. The following is a 
synopsis of his great oration: 

The circumstance of propitious weather 
conditioas and aa Irish demoostration 
KimultaneoaSly cdsdnc b so aaosaal as 
to occaaioa MMM concern as to the stabil- 
ity of the fHendship heretofore unqnes- 
tioualil y t isling IkjIwcju falling weather 
and Iri.ih patrioti.sm.

On Itaqaity I teamed that by th* original 
arrangemsnt the Irlsh-AnMrioaa recep- 
tion had been aasiRned to last Satur- 
day, when the rain fell in torrents, and 
that this l>cautiful day bad been set apart 
for our German brothers. Subsequently 
th« programme was changed, and by de- 
sign our Bll^ friends withheld the in- 
formation from the waathcr man. Hence, 
thanks to their pranks and aot to the 
prejndice of the weather man, the ann 
has beamed on tha Irish, whila the rain 
soaked tha Dotch. (Lao^itsr and ap- 
plause. ) 

In no place on earth save where the 
majestic stars and stripes unfurled their 
Biatchless besuties to the gaze of inex- 
tinguishable and aaqosstkmed loyalty of 
Amsricans doas aa Inshmaa feel more at 
hoow, ior In ao othar land doca he live, 
move and have his being with greater 
freedom; and, strange to .say, till recently 
was it true that nowhere was he more 
restricte<l or opprcs«<?(l than in the little 
islsnd of his fathers, the land of his an- 
cestors, blessed by the blood of her sons 
and conaacratad by tha virtoe of har 
daaghtara. To perose tha ehaptara, aad 
they are kmg ones, of Irdaad's aada- 
served persecution would be the saddest 
task to inflict npon her posterity, espec- 
ially in the light of liberty, whose bright 
flame burns brightly in our new home, 
were it not for the fact that they also 
testify to the courage, to the hope, to tba 
faith of oar fathers, who. like Job. in 
tbair sorest aflUetloa; with asMsiag faith, 
cried out, "I know that my Redeemer 
liveth," and who could pierce the dark 
clouds that hung above them with the 
eye of laith and see far beyond the star 
of hope, which, like the great star of 
Bethlehem, also proclaimed a birth, the 
birth of political and religious liberty, 
and, too, like that great sUr beckoned 
thtn oa across the trackless sea to the 
crib of Uberty. Unholy and tu-American 
is the heart which would conceive a plan 
and accursed is the hand that would at- 
tempt its execution which would have as 
its purpose the abridgment of this politi- 
cal snd religious liberty. ( Prolonged ap- 
plause.) 

There never was a crudbls in which 
men's souls were more severelv tried than 
that formed by tha boundaries of dear 
old Ireland, and from none was aver 

poured better or purer metal from which 
to form the manhood and citiiensblp of 
the "Laud of the tree and the home of 
the brave." Oh! what a high and price- 
less title is that hyphenated one, "Irish- 
American 1" and bow proud he should bs 



who worthily wesrs it, appreciating its 
historical and present significance^

one. Prom the birth, yea, fram tha vary 
ooaosptkm of this, tha gnadast of all 
natioos, ho hso bosa Oo oo-vorkor of 
her fathtrs tad har dafaadars; Ms straeg 
arm has bosa aad ia aad shall coatiana 
to be aa ready and willing to protect as 
< his keen wit is to entertain. His indus- 
try, his muscle and bis brain have been 
and are colaborating with those of his 
fellows in building and in defending our 
nation as they were in founding it. 

Tba ptics of membership in oar Union 
ia good dtiaaaShlp, aad aooa who hath 
koockad at tiM boapttaUo doors of our 
nation and met its cheering welcome 
have paid that price more fully nor in 
better coin than our fathers come hither 
from the Emerald Isle (spplauae), and 
none have excelled in the service and in 
the devotioa yielded by them and their 
sons to oar oooMBoa coaatry^ aad, thanks 
ba to AaMTioo, ao oaa man willing and 
proudly attests thasa facts than she. 
( Applause. ) 

But we now are Irish only in that 
country's history, and in our love and 
hope for its future, above all and beyond 
all, we are Americans; but ao long as 
these words naaain joined— that is to 
say, as loog aa love aad gnititnde shall 
rs^ga in the haartaof ataa, h^ ia Amer- 
ica will be sweetly sung the raqniems for 
Ireland's martyrs and will ba proudly 
told the stories of the virtaa aad haroism 
of her sons. 

^ Here in this coamopolitan country 
of ours I feel a aeass of sympathy 
for him who can aot look bMk acroas the 
ooeaa to sobm laad aafha laad of his 
fathers, or who can not look back to such 
a land with s feeling of pride in its history. 
The history of our fathers' country, 
penned by honest hands, brings no blush 
of shame to the sons of Ireland. There 
are some Irish -Americans, of course, un- 
worthy of the name, who either deny the 
aatioaality of thair lathers or who aasame 
sn apologetic aspect when confronted 
with the fsct; vet even these pay Ireland 
and her sons a compliment, for their very 
denial is the highest tribute which ooold 
come from such nngratafol haarta. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

The chief advantage which cao come 
from occaaloBs such ss the one now aagag- 
ing ns is tba opipottutdtf it affords as to 
testify to oar Maadsaad aaighbora our 

devotion to onr ancestors and to our conn- 
try. That the Irish-Americans of Ixiuis- 
ville have fittingly responde<l to the gen- 
erous invitation of our Elk friends is fully 
attested by the immense audience around 
alKmt me. 

It is an additional plaasuc for ns to 
Join with our fellow Loaiavilliaaa to do 
honor to oar friends the Blks, a typical 
American orgaaiatioa, who inqnirea not 

concerning the religious or political affili- 
ations of its members, but whether they 
believe in the existence of a Supreme 
Being and are loyal citizens of the Union, 
whose motto is charity, and, above all, 
whose practica is charity. To bear its 
roster rsad ono might be Jnstifiad ia be- 
lieving it to be the roll-call of all nations, 
because its membership is made up of the 
sous of all nations who have been baptized 
and confirmed in Americanism. (Cheers 
and apjil.iusc. ) 

I am reminded by the ringing of the 
bells, the blare of the trumpets and the 
beating of tha vomtoms tint ooaa from 
that fsstival of fan known as the "Mid- 
way," that there awaits you greater 
pleasure thsn listening to spaech-making. 
I will, therefore, close by saying as a 
greeting from the Irish-Americans: Long 
live the Elks! God bless them for their 
liberklity! May their prosperity grow with 
the times!

SOU lOOCIUIG DOIBSTiC PICTURSS 



Rev. Thomaa J. Dncey, the well-known 
New York deigyman, who is noted for 
his interest in the canss of honest Isbor, 
Isst week visited the anthradte coal re- 
gions of Pennsylvania. Before his return 
he gave out the following letter from 
Hasdton, graphically describing the situ- 
ation and pladng the coal barons and 
railroad kings in their true position: 

Laat Tueaday morning I made my first 
viaitatioa to a adner'a hooio aad the 
homes of many miners. There was ro 
mance and sadness in the visitation, for 
"it was a pilgrimage to the ahrine of 
knowledge and the shrine of hearts." 
The romance waa in the retroactive ss 
wall as the p r sa sat and the future. The 
first visit had a romance abont it-^the 
scene Irelaad aad America, the picture 
of their yonag marriage in far of! Done- 
gal, in the pure air of the I.sland of 
Sainta. This old couple were niarrie<l 
nearly fifty years ago in the Green Isle 
and they dreamed of a sunny home in 
free America. Think of the darkness of 
thair atrngi^ in the dark ooal miass of 
PeaasylvaBlal Yet tin old aua and his 
veaerable wife were nohle to look npon 
in the decline of thdr yean. He looked 
like a venerable patriarch snrroanded, ss 
he was, by his boys. 

The couple had fought a dark fight in 
the coal region. They had raised up 
children to God— ad>er, honest, large- 
hearted boya. tlvee of them, now in the 
fnllneas of stalwart manhood, stoutly 
fightly for their rights and the rights of 
their fellow wage workers, tMwflliag to 
be the slaves of any man or corporate 
slsves in this free lend, the joint support 
of their venerable parents, fearing no 
man aod believing in God, aorrowing 
that the avarice of coal barooa and rail- 
road kings forbids them tha responsi- 
bility of holy marriage, for thay fsar thqr 
can not briag ep thdr dilUna eodi «da> 
cats them ia their present oooidltfon Sad 
they dread the step lest God should l)le&s 
them with offspring and they would be 
obliged to blight their young brightness 
and send them into the dafkaeas of the 
minea. 

What a Uessiag it is to the priest to 
come near the hearts of the people in 

humble life cast in heroic molds! What 
particularly struck me in the homes of 
the miners of the South Side mines was 
that the bouses are more roomy and have 
little pieces of ground around them, 
while interiorly they are kept very neat 
aad siaiide. Tida interior aeatneas is sn 
act of the tenants; exteriorly they are 
shells. They might be forty, thirty or 
twenty years old. There is not a vestige 
of paint on them, and in the severe win- 
ter of four or five months, when the 
snow is on the ground and the wind is 
bowling and the people get out with 
difficulty, I wonder how they can exist 
in these wind holes, creatfoas of the oom- 
paaias aad tha railroada. 

I aotioed in a nomber of these knoek- 
togethers of the coal company (for which 
the company receives ^4 a month and 
more) the miners have enormous stoves, 
larger than the onlinary range and big 
enough to do the cooking of a small 
hotd. beautifnUy jiollshed, the sted 
frames cvidenUy kept bright with emory 
polish. The minora tell me oadi of these 
ooBsoaies ia wiatsr at least a toe of ooal 
a month. These company huts or cot- 
tages (all I entered) have three rooms 
snd s shanty attache<l to the rear of the 
house. One of the miners told me they 
were obliged to have a stove in each 
room, aad even then they could aot at 
tioMs have saifident warmth. 

A BMW r es p e ct ed by sll who knew him 
add, whea I spoha aboot the ranges 
being large euoi^ for a hotd, that last 
winter he l-.ad two of them going and a 
parlor furnace with a pipe running up- 
stain; nevertheless, he said, "we had 
nights when we hugged., the taagss to 
keep warm." 

In most of the yoaag miaen' homea 
the pictures were beantifnlly painted — 
the atdwart. amscnlar father, clear of 
eye, with an hoaest, truthful, fearless air, 
surrounded by his little ones, proud of 
them, loving theui, and they in return 
manifesting by innoceot acts their love 
for all that "I'ap" was to them, the wife 
looking up to her husband and with 
pride looking down on the children with 
a aolidtnde of a food mother's heart. All 
homea I saw wars neat aad tidy and the 
chlldrea were comfortably and fittingly 
dicassd. They looked wdl fed and 
aoariahed, and said plainer than woids 
ooold aay, "Father and mother look out 
for us while they have anything, and 
deny us nothing to strengthen our young 
bodies, so that we insy grow up strong 
and be hedthy boys xnd girls. We must 
be made strong. Father and mother may 
have to take na from school and send the 



[ualid homes of min- 
not like to have it 
in squdor. The 
the Bagllsh-eptak- 
1, Irish aad Amer- 
these homes were not 
ye; these people had 
no kuowlei1>;e of my coming until I ar- 
rived at their doors, This is simply the 
picture of these njiners' homes today. 
They have had a pi^perons season; they 
hfvo triad to clear i4> thdr arrears. They 
h«ve given their ffttilias every aecessary 
comfort in keeping jbith their meaaa aad 
ststion. This is «e picture of thdr 
homes now — a pictkre of decent Chris- 
tian poverty. 

But if the coal barons and the coal 
railroad kings will not listen tn tlie voice 
of justice and rigML in a few weeks all 
wdl be changed. Qftont destitution wili 
eater these homes; the smiliag, happy, 
innocent children will be crying wUh 
hunger: the heart-|)resking sobs must 
drive their parents ip the verge of msd- 
ncHs. Let the railroad kings and coal 
barons, if they call themselves Christians, 
think that the Holy Scriptures and the 
Divine Master teach thst one of the sins 
crvihg to heaven for vengeance, on a 
plane with wilful ni1|rder. ia the depriv- 
ing of the laborer of his hire. It is a 
grave, mortal sin oying to heaven for 
vengeance as loudly as wilful murder 
If the laborer is defrauded of all his hire 
the sin is graver, but it is also grave and 
cries to heaven for vengeance if the 
laborer receives not a proper living wage 
to ears fbr hinsdf and his family. 

How can men of millions see thdr 
families daily clothed in purple and fine 
linen, feasting sum^uously, knowing 
that the wives and children of their 
humbler brethren are chilleil ami stai ve<l 
to death? Is it not enough to bring the 
vengeance of God sooner or Ister to 
these men and have ihem see their chil- 
dren drunkards and| debauchees snd on 
the road to death ind disgrace before 
they are thirty? HaMi we not many such 
examples in all our large cities today? Is 
this God's retributive justice, "a rich 
man died and was bcgied in hell?" May 
God's mercy touch the hearts of all, and 
may just arbitration bring speedy relief 
and joy into the bctnes and hearts of 
thoae who are now fSi^ng for the worst

Rev. Father Powler, the aow Prior of 
St. l^mis Dertrand*s cbarch, entered opoa 

his duties this week. He was greeted by 
large congregations at all the masses last 
Sunday, and expressed his gratification 
thereat in his sermon. The reverend 
gentleman made a fine impression, and 
that the parish will continue its success- 
ful career under his guidance is already 
conceded. Prom his a eiawMi we aiaka 
the following extracts: 

My beloved people, it is hsrdly neces- 
sary for me to introduce myself becsuse, 
as I understand it, I have been intro- 
duced to you long sgo by the newspapers 
of this plsce. Neverthel ess it is incumbent 
upon me to say a few words at the begin- 
ning of my occupancy of the office of 
Prior of St. Lonia Beitemnd's parish. It 
certdnly gives me a great deal of pleas 
ura to be among a people of whom I have 
heard so much. No matter where yon go 
among the Dominican fathers you will 
hear words of praise in behalf of the 
people of St. Louis Bertrand's, snd there 
is nothing more eaooaragiag to a priest 
thaa to come aaiOBg s people who are 
Catholic at heart— good Catholics who 
are loyal aad devoted to the chorch. 
Certainly the fathera of the Dominican 
onler have reason to be proud of the grand 
efforts that have been made here by the 
people during the yean they have labored 
among them. 

Last week I looked over the books and 
I find the church is in a magnificent con- 
dition. There is nothing more to be 
aske<I. It indicates that you are actuated 
by the right Catliolic aptril;^ith 
devotion which should inspire every right 
mind, and therefore, brethern, I congrat- 
ulate mysel! that 1 received the peculiar 
honor of being appointed pastor of this 
church and prior of the convent 

For the last thirteen years I have 
labocsd aaiong maay people and have 
seen aiany changea. I came among yon 
a total stranger to you snd you are totd 
strangers to ine, but from what I know 
and from what I have seen in the few 
days I have lieen here- the number of 
people approaching the sacrament this 
morning, children and grown people— I 
know that yon are imbued with the ideas 
of religion which are coadndve to 
spiritual welfare. It speaks well for the 
parish, for the people, for the parents and 
for the children, and this work will con- 
tinue. There is no doubt but that the 
people of this parish will continue to 
support any Dominicans that may come 
among you. Yon condder the sacrifices 
that we have made— giving up homes and 
family aad all that we dear to con- 
secrate our lives to the service of God. 
This is our only misdon — therdore we 
are here to minister to you. It is the one 
motive that inspires every Dominican. 
There are times in a priest's life when we 
meet dl charactera of people— the rich 
poor, learaed aadigaoraat— but brethern, 
when we oome among a people who we 
feel an iatersstsd hi the thinga of God, 
then iadaad it la a great encouragement 
to us, for it is the only consolation that 
we have. It is the l<eginning, the end of 
the mission which conies upon the prie.st 
on the day of bis ordination. You are 
going on steadily in virtue, you are niak- 
iag good use of the sacraments, and there 
baa scarcely been a Domiaican here who 
has not gone forth from this ]^ace with 
words of praise on his lips. I know that 
I will receive the same encouragement 
and support from you that has l)een ten- 
(iered the priests who have l>een here in 
t lie past. There are many things to be 
done in behdf of the church, and there 
ia ao surer test of the people's Catho- 
lidty, that they have faith in God and 
religion, thaa by advaadng the ofaordi's 
intereaU in one way or another. 

Of course we have a oiatcrid side as 
well as spiritual side, but it is a source of 
gratification to the msny thousands here 
that the church is iu splendid condition 
flnaaddly, in splendid condition spirit- 
ually. I know my work will be aidiioas 
woA. I know the man who preceded me. 
I had the dngular privilege of bdng a 
companion of his in Wsahington for three 
yean, and I know that he was a man 
singularly active in the dutiee of his call- 
ing ; a man foremost in those things 
which are conducive to the welfare of the 
people. I know there is a great work 
before me, but with the help of God I 
hope to succeed. I know with the sup- 
port that you will give me, with the 
kindly feeling that has always been dis- 
played here in this parish, I will be sblc 
to do this work. 

Now, my detr friends I congratulate 
you, snd I hope at the end of three years 
to be al>le to congratulate you sgdn on 
what yuii !iave done for SIS. I wUl do 
all in my power to forwud yonr interests, 
aad there is one thing I will give spedd 
attcntiaa to, and that is to thccare of the

children. For five yeara I had charge of 
s Sunday-school. If we bring up our 
children properly, and instil) into their 
minds piety and devotion, they will l)e a 
pride to their parants and an honor to 
their church. Now it seems hardly 
necessary for me to say any more. It 
will be my heart's ambition to advance 
the iaterests of the people of this parish. 
I kaow I will rsodve hdp aad support 
from you, and in doiag thia yon will very 
materially assist us. It ii trae we are cast 
in various spheres of life. We see around 
us the poor, the rich, the learned and 
igaoraat ; some receive blessings of tem- 
poral kiada, power, riches and wealth, 
bnt this la aot all, dearly beloved brath- 
era. It taaa beea wdl sdd by splritoal 
writera that there b but one thing neces- 
sary, and that is the salvation of our 
immortal souls. It is only when we con- 
template the .siifTerinjis of our Lonl and 
Saviour Jesus Christ that we can reali/.e 
the value which Almighty iU><\ places 
upon our souls. The sdvstion of our 
souls remains with ourselves. We csa 
either enjoy God for eternity or we can 
be daaiaed fbrever ia hdl— it reasrias for 
OS to determine.

THB niMERS' SrRIKB. 

The miners' strike in the Penn- 
sylvania anthracite region is being 
conducted peacefully, with every 
Indiratf^?" of aaooeaa. The only 
diatttrbance was by Hungarians, 
cattaing tbe calling out of militia in 
one diatrict, where all has since been 
quiet The deigy and poblte gen- 
erally are aiding tbe strikers and 
urging tbe operators to recede from 
their arbitrary and defiant position. 
The irat, and an fanportant break 
in tbe operators' ranks was Markle 
& Co., running the largest mines at 
Hazleton, who agreed to arbitration 
on Tueaday. all their employes 
retnming towork Wednesday. The 
local operators generally will likely 
follow the Markle Company, and 
the final fight wiU be with the raU- 
road coal companies, and tbe miners 
hold the winning hand in that end 
of tbe fight, in which they can 
appeal to the Uw in a way that will 
kfll the corporatkm combination in 
clear violation of the law. The 
turn in the strike has its effects on 
stocks in the New York and London 
mark^ wheramoatof theeeatocks 
are owned, aud unless .some unfore- 
s^n obstacle intervenes the railroad 
coal managers will soon be forced 
by thcbr atodcholdera to alao fallow 
tbe Markle Company and agree to 
arbitrate. This the miners will be 
satisfied with, as they are sure to 
obtain aome redreaa therriqr. It is 
to be sincerely hoped these reanlts 
may be attained and the strike ended 
soon, and it is encouraging to note 
that socfa are the indications. 



SITUATION IN BNaLAND. 



At Ust the British Parliament 
haaheen dWolvedafld aaeleetloa 

ordered, only four wedu being 
allowed for nominations and can- 
vass before the people. Tbe Gov- 
ernment baa evaded a Parliament- 
ary electkm for over two years, 
many matters of importance being 
deferred rather than risk their sub- 
mission to Parliament, Icat they 
reonlt in diaagreament neceaaitat- 
ing a dissolution aud election, thus 
bringing these questions before the 
people. These qoeatkma have been 
withheld, dodged and pig«w-holad, 
and now, with only a short cam- 
paign, they are not likely to become 
general issues to harass the Govern- 
ment candidatea and cauac their 
defeat. 

Ttie Irish question will not be an 
issue outside of Ireland; the Anstra- 
Uan government laane will be con- 
fined to Aiistralia; the cotters' 
grievances may affect results in 
Scotland — but these sections of the 
empire would vote anti-government 
anyhow, and will remain a minor- 
ity. The bulk of members are from 
England, and the short campaign 
wiU hardly allow the "gtory" of 
the Boer victory to be oonnteractcd 
by criticism of the foreign policy 
and blunders, the misgovernmeut 
of colonies, tbe mismanagement and 
shortcomings in the Oovemmcnt 



departments, that might result from 
a general diacoaaion; and fnrther- 
more, there ia not time to permit of 

any combination or union of the 
opposition on tbe various issues. 
Tbe Government haa carefully pre- 
pared for the conteat hefbre the 
people, which had to come, and 
with the advantage of organization, 
possession of power and informa- 
tion, in poaition to dktete the iaauc 
with the opposition allowed no time 
to meet it, there is every likelihood 
of a new Parliament in hearty 
accord with the Saliabury Govern- 
ment, regardless of its fallttrea, what 
it haa done or propoeea to do. 



LABBL MUST JTAMO. 

When a labor organization vio- 
lates its agreement with employers 
it is justly condemned and tbe con- 
demnation is generally conapicuons 
in the daily papera. When employ- 
ers violate an agreement with labor 
organizations it may be published 
in the newa oolnmna, but rarely is 
comment made thereon. The 
United Typothetae, originally a 
commendable organization of priut- 
ing employers to advance and pro- 
tect^ the intareata of the craft, haa 
fallen into bad hands and is now 
devoting its energies to fighting the 
Typographical Union, disregarding 
all t a fame a a and decency. To the 
credit of printing employers gener- 
ally it must be conceded they have 
manifested their disapproval of the 
Typothetae by leaving it, and it 
haa degenerated to a small crowd of 
disgruntled soreheads with unsa- 
vory records for dishonesty and dis- 
turbance of the craft. 

A few years ago, when this ele- 
ment, though noisy, was in the 
minority, an agreement was entered 
into with the International Typo- 
graphical Union for the aettlement 
of any and all differencea existing 
or that might ariae in the printing 
trade thronghottt the United Statea 
and Canada, and under Ita provia- 
ions the honorable employers and 
the union have progressed amicably 
and favorably. But the soreheads, 
oppoaed to the agreement when 
made, have reftised to abide by it 
and persist in tbeir enmity and dis- 
honorable course, resulting in their 
being ignored into isolation by the 
decent employera and employes of 
the craft and tbeir loaa of profitable 
trade everywhere. 

The nnlon label— the atamp of 
honeat printing — they want and 
have resorted to every dishonorable 
effort they dared to to obtain it. 
Failing in this, they now aeA to 
have it outlawed, and at tbeir secret 
meeting in Kansas City the past 
week they denounced tbe label and 
decided to go into court and teat 
the law upholding it. This means 
they will attack the laws requiring 
the union label on public printing, 
and thb dty will Ukdy be one of 
the placca where that effort will be 
made, as a non-union firm here has 
been resorting to every sort of trick 
to that end in the paat few years 
and ia atlU at it in tbe City Hall. 
The Typographical Union will un- 
doubtedly meet the issue wherever 
made. And thia ia rimfdy the car- 
rying oat of a penriatently diahon- 
orable course, ignoring and violat- 
ing an agreement between their 
organization and the Typographical 
Union.

The delegates tnm the tofasooo work- 
ers' union presented a conmanication 

calling attention to the humiliating treat- 
ment of women and girls employed in 
the trust factories, who are compelled 
to submit to being searched by men be- 
fore leaving their work. The Central 
Labor Union was aaked to condemn this 
action and rsqnest all nokm own not to 
purchase trust goods. The reqnsst was 
unanimously concnned in and the action 
of the union indorsed. 

A communication was received from 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Laljor, notifying the 
Central Labor Union that the annual 
convention would be held earlier this 
year than nsnal, and asking that no so- 
cial features 1m ptapared whidi will 
interfere with the sessions of the conven- 
tion, which convenes r)eceml)er ■"). 

Representatives of the Wells-W'liilehead 
Conip.my, <>f Wilson, N. C, were present 
and asked the indorsement of the central 
body for the cigarettes made by that firm, 
whose factory is U|iion througbont. The 
indoraetnent waa given. 

The Labor Day Committee made its 
report, which was a most satisfactory 
one. showing that a handsome sum had 
been realized. There are some unions 
yet having tickets. When these returns 
are in the final report will be made. The 
committees were accorded a rising vote 
of thanks for tlieir ezoellent work. 

The eonmittae ooodnctiag negotiations 
for the settlement of the differences be- 
tween the Theatrical Alliance and the 
Buckingham Theater reported the matter 
very near satisfactory settlement. 

Delegate Diets, from the carpenters, 
informed the delegates that none but 
union men were employed in the con- 
stractioa of the new Bacon store on Mar- 
ket itreet. 

Upon motion a committee of ten was 
appointed by Chairman Martin to make 
the necessary arrangements for the com- 
ing convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The committee consists 
of Messrs. McGill, Humphrey Knecht, 
George Peters, John Young, Herman 
Christen, Walter Young, Ous Kline, 
Charles L. Taylor, William Wathen. 

The announcement was made that the 
state Federation of Labor would proba- 
bly not meet until the second Tuewlay in 
November, instead of October. The con- 
vention will be held in Central City. 

The bootblacka entered a complaint 
against certain barlier shops employing 
non-union men, and requested the as- 
sistance of the central body in remedying 
the evil. The matter was placed with 
the Organization Committee.
